township,

Fogel 
rightfully reasoned that a fence demob 
isber like Schulte would make a pen­ 
nant winner out of his already power­ 
ful baud of Phils. 
He conferred with Manager Dooln, 
who agreed with him. and the pair de­ 
cided that they could afford to go a 
long way to get Schulte In the cleanup 
position of the local lineup. 
So they decided on a deal which In­ 
volved Earl Moore, then a formidable 
pitcher, and several others and commu­ 
nicated their offer to Charles Webb 
Murphy. 
The latter took a split second to make 
up bl* rnlud. 
He sent u telegram to 
Fogel, which read something like this: 
‘‘if I traded Schulte to Philadelphia 
Chicago fans would tar and feather me 
and run me out of tow a on a rail.” 
Fogel saw' It was a hopeless task to 
sound out Murphy any further and 
abandoned the bunt for Schulte, 
After the close of the season of 1914. 
or four years later, Pat Moran wa* 
made directing Ikjks of the Phils under 
a different ownership. 
Yet the 1915 
regime of Baker and Moran had the 
same thought as the Fogel Doolu re­ 
gime of 1910. 
One of Pat Moran* first moves was 
to try to get Schulte. 
Roger Breens 
han, manager of the Cuba, blocked 
every move to close the deal. 
Last season there was a new owner 
aud a new manager at Chicago, and 
uguln Moran opened negotiations for 
"Wildfire.” The Chicago club virtually 
decided that the l’hlla would get first 
refusal on Kchulte in case tie was put 
on tile market. 
One day last summer Moran opened 
the sport pHge of a newspaper and was 
dazed to reud where Schulte bud been 
traded by Chicago to Pittsburgh In u 
deal involving Catcher Fischer and 
Catcher Wilson. The C uba took Wilson 
for Fischer and Schulte.

had 
slipped 
through

hands. 
This made Moran angry, but 
he never gave up the hunt.

daughter, EIizaU*tli Petrovna, in later 
years. 
S<une of the most magnificent royal 
apartm ents In Europe are found in this 
palace, n o ta b ly tile bedroom of Marie 
Alexandrovna, consort of Alexander 
IL, with its opalescent glass walls, its 
columns of purple glass and Its m oth­ 
er-of-pearl Inlaid floor. 
T he walls of 
another cham ber are paneled with alu­ 
la r; a third ap artm en t is decorated 
with silver; another lias wonderful ta ­ 
bles uud chandeliers which glow with 
soft light of lapis lazuli, and there is a 
ballroom which glitters with gold and 
mirrors. 
W ith all these sum ptuous apartm ents 
at his disposal, Nicholas II. seld om oc­ 
cupied any of them, but preferred to 
live in a modest building no larger 
than the country home of t tic average 
well to do American. 
The extensive gardens and parks, 
em bracing an urea twenty-elglit Hines 
us targe us the United States capitol 
grounds, ure am ong the chief beauties 
of Tsarskoe Selo.
